THE CONGRESSMAN’S MISTAKE. 


Representative Stockbridge, a Maryland 
gepublican, made a strange mistake a couple 
ot weeks ago, which has resulted in the dis- 
gemination of some good democratic tariff re- 
form literature in his district. He ordered 
10,000 copies of the tariff speech of Governor 
Gear, of Iowa, from the folding-room, and ha 
them directed by his clerk to his constituents. 
During the past ten days his mail has been 
burdened with letters denouncing the 
as heretical, damaging to 
the cause of protection, etc. Stockbridge 
was unable to understand it, as 
Gear’s speech fwas a red-hot high protectien 
argument. Today, however, the scales were 
dropped from him when twoof the speeches 
were returned to his’eyes, and he found to his 
horror that instead of being Gear’s speech they 
were copies of the tariff speech delivered by 
Judge Crisp, of Georgia. Mr. Stockbridge is 
is now kicking himself for having planted 
10,000 free-trade speeches in his district. The 
mistake was caused through an error at the 
folding-room. io KE.

THE SENATE'S SILVER BILL. 


It Is Taken Up and Senator Cockrell Speaks 
for Free Coinage. 

WasHIncTon, June 9.--In the senate Mr. 
Floar introduced a joint resolution proposing 
a constitutional amendment for the election of 
@ postmaster. 

"sera to the committee on privileges 
and elections. 

Mr. Call offered a resolution, which was re- 
ferred to the committee on foreign relations, 
requesting the president to substitute negotia- 
tions with the government of Spain for such 
modifications of the treaty with that govern- 
ment as will enable American cattle to be 
shipped from Florida and elsewhere in the 
United States relieved from present oppres- 
sive rates of duty, and at such terms as may 
reciprocated between Cuba and the United 
States. 

COCKRELL’S ARGUMENT FOR SILVER. 

The senate silver bill was taken up and Mr. 


Cockrell addressed the senate. 

He spoke for free silver coinage, if the pend- 
ing bill was enacted into a law; he said the 
further coinage of silver bullion into standard 
silver dollars would rest wholly in the 
mere discretion of the secretary of 
the treasury. He could coin it 
or not at his pleasure. Under the law of Feb- 
ruary, 1878, the secretary of the treasury had 
to purchase not less than $2,000,000 of silver 
monthly and coin it into dollars, and he could 
(if hew wished) purchase and coin $4,000,000 
a month. Under the proposed measure the sec- 
retary would have to purchase $4,500,000 worth 
of silver every month, and pay out treasury 
notes for it, but he was not required to coin 
any of it into silver dollars. 

Where, then, he asked, was there any bene- 
fit in the proposed bill over the existing law? 
All the benefit that could be claimed forthe 
proposed bill was that the secretary would be 
compelled to purchase $500,000 worth of silver 
every month more than he now had 
the right to purchase and that the currency 
would be increased to that extent. Silver 
bullion was to be treated as a mere commodity 
and was to be given none of the equivalents 
of money or currency. Why, he asked, con- 
tinue that legal discrimination, and that re- 
lentless warfare against silver? He sketched 
the history of legislation in the United States 
touching gold and silver, and asked whether 
there was any valid reason justifying the con- 
tinuance of the existing discrimination in 
favor of the free and unlimited coinage of 
gold, and of the issue of gold certificates for 
gold bullion, and against the free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver bullion into standard 
doliars, and the issue of certificates for silver 
bullion. He denied that the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver and the issue of certificates 
for silver bullion would be in derogation of 
any obligation to the creditors of the nation. 

At the close of Mr. Cockrell’s speech the 
house silver bill was laid before the senate.

SENATOR VEST’S MEAT BILL. 

Mr. Vest, in pursuance of a notice given by 
him last Saturday, asked the senate to take up 
and consider the bill reported by him from the 
Select committee on the transportation and 
Sale of meat products, ‘‘to prohibit monopoly 
in the transportation of cattle to foreign coun- 
tries,’ and stated, as a reason, why action 
should be taken immediately, that the tariff 
bill (as he had been informed by members of 
the finance committee) would before the 
Scnate within a week. ~ 

Mr. Stewart asked unanimous consent that 
on Iriday next, at 3 o’clock, the senate shall 
vote on the silver bill and all amendments 
proposed. 

The presiding officer (Mr. Ingalls) sug- 
gested that there should be at least a quorum 
resent when unanimous consent was asked. 

Mr. Stewart—Then I give notice that when 
the bill is taken up tomorrow I will ask unan- 
imous consent to have a time [fixed_ for taking 
tho vote. 

BLAIR’S HUMOROUS REMARKS. 

Mr. Blair gave itjas his opinion that the inat- 
tention of senators and the persistent absence 
ofa quorum were owing to the “dreadfully 
dry and uninteresting nature of speeches,” 
and he added that the senate ‘‘had not been 
truly and intellectually entertained since the 
Close of the debate on the educational bill.’’ 
{Laughter.] 

Mr. Vest’s bill was then taken up and the 
discussion of its provisions was carried on be- 
tween Mr. Vest in defense of them aid Messrs. 
Hoar and Hale in an attack upon them. The 
bill provides that noclearance shall be granted 
to any vessel plying as a common carrier from 
the United States to a foreign country the 
owners, agents or officers of which shall re-

Mr. Hale moved toamend the bill by in- 
serting the words ‘‘not already contracted for 
in good faith by persons or parties having cat- 
tle for transportation at the date of such con- 
tract sufficient to cecupy such storage rooms.”’ 

The vote on Mr. Hale’s amendment was— 
yeas 10; nays 23. 

No quorum having voted, the senate, with- 
out further action onthe bill or amendment, 
adjourned.

AGAINST FOKEIGN LANDLORDISM. 


Representative Oates’s Billto Prohibit Aliens 
to Acquire Title to Lands. 


WasHINaTon, June 9. — Representative 
Oates, of Alabama, from the committee on 
judiciary, today reported to the house a bill to 
deg aliens from acquiring title to or own- 
ng lands within the United States. An 
elaborate report accompanied the bill. In it 
the committee says the power of the govern- 
ment to totally exclude aliens from coming 
within its jurisdiction, as has been done in 
the case of the Chinese, no one questions. 
This sovereign power certainly includes the 
lesser one of detining what property rights 
they may exercise after they are admitted, and 
during the continuance of their alien condi- 
tion. Your committee ascertained, says the 
report, with reasonable certainty, that certain 
noblemen of Europe, principally English, have 
acquired, and now ewn, in the agregate about 
21,000,000 acres of land within the United 
States. We have not sufficient 
information to state the quantity 
owned by untitled aliens, nor is_ it 
SO linportant, as it is generally held in smaller 
bodies. This alien, non-resident ownership 
will, in the course of time, lead toa system of 
landlordism incompatible with the best inter- 
ests and free institutions of the United States. 
The foundation of such a system is being laid 
broadly in the western states and _ territories. 
The avarice and enterprise of European capital- 
ists, the report continues, have caused them to 
invest many millions in American railroad and 
land bonds, covering, perhaps, 100,000,000 
acres, the greater part of which, under fore- 
closure sales, will most likely, before many 
years, become the property of these foreign 
bond-holders, in addition to their present 
princely possessions. This aggressive foreign 


‘Capital is not contined to lands it has pur- 


chased, but, overleaping its boundaries, has 
caused hundreds of miles of the public domain 
to be fenced up for the grazing of vast herds 
of cattle, and set at defiance the rights of the 
honest but humbie settlers... The bill 
proposes to place these aliens under a disabil- 
ity of the civil law as to al] future attempts to 
acquire lands in this country. In other words, 
the report says, the bill isa declaration against 
absentee land-lordism. It declares all foreign- 
born persons who have not been naturalize ip 
‘ . = ge 39 a 
capable of takmng title to me ahywhere 
Within the United States except a lease~held 
for not exceeding five years, and it has no re- 
troactive, but a prospective operation. It also 
contains a provision which will compel alien 
land-owners to cease to be such or to become 
citizens of the United States within ten years. 

The tenth census shows that the United 
States has 570,000 tenant farmers, the largest 
number possessed by any nation in the world. 
In conclusion, the report says: 

With the natural increase in population and 
500,000 foreigners who fiock to our shores an- 
nually, and by competition, are reducing the 
wages of labor, making the battle of life harder 
to win, how a few years hence to provide homes 
for our poor people is a problem for American 
statesmen to solve. The multiplication of owners 
of the soil is a corresponding enlargement of the 
number of patriots, and every land-owner in this 
oaaosten Should owe allegiance to the United

COTTON, HEMP AND JUTE. 


The Finance Committee Has Reached These 
Schedules in the Tariff Bill. 


WASHINGTON, June 9.—The cotton schedule 
of the tariff bill formed the basis of action by 
republican members of the senate finance com- 
mitte this morning. : 

At 10 o’slock it was announed that consid- 
eration thereof had been completed and that 
changes decided npon were few and unimpor- 
tant. It was further stated that some mem- 
bers of the majority of the committee were 
hopeful of concluding their work on the bill 
by tomorrow night. 

This afternoon the sub-committee went 
into the hemp and jute and wool schedules, 
and made some progress. Disputed items are 
passed over for future consideration. It is 
understood that no change of importance was 
made by the sub-committee in the tobacco 
schedules. 

Senator Blair today proposed to amend the 
tariff bill by extending the proposed bounty of 
two centsa pound on sugar raised on beets, 
sorghum or sugar cane, to maple sugar. 


“DISTRICT DAY.” 


Very Little Business.Done in the House of 
Representatives. 


WASHINGTON, June 9.—On motion Mr. 
Comstock, of Minnesota, the title of the silver 
bill passed Saturday was amended so as to read 
as follows: ‘‘Directing the purchase of silver 
bullion, and the issue of treasury notes thereon 
and for other purposes.’’ 

The floor was awarded to the committee on 
the District of Columbia. After disposing of a 
few bills relating to the administration of the 
police and fire departments of the district, the 
bill relating to. the occupancy of public 
grounds by the Baltimore and Potomac rail- 
road was taken tip in committee of the whole. 
The afternoon was spent in the discussion of 
the measure, but no action was taken and the 
committee rose, and then, at 5 o’clock, took a 
recess until 8 o’clock, the evening session to be 
for the consideration of private pension bills. 

No private pension bills were passed at the 
Ege session, owing to objection made by 
Mr. Enloe, of Tennessee, but about thirty-five 
went over with the previous question ordered. 


THE SLUM WIPED OUT. 


The Good Result of an Accidental Blaze in 
Charleston. 

CHARLESTON, S. C,, June 9.—[Special.]—A 
fire this morning wiped out about one-half of 
Princess street, one of the most disreputable 
slums in the city, and entering directly on the 
fashionable part of King street. 

It has been for years the resort of thieves, 
cut-throats and the lowest classes of the negro 
population. One large furniture ware-house 
and five or six of the tenements were 
destroyed. The loss will amount to about 
$10,000, more than half of which falls upon 
Reedy Bros., the owners of the ware-house, 
who did not have a dollar of insurance on the 
stock, and but $600 on the building. 

The fire originated in the ware-house, where 
was stowed a quantity of inflammable material 
and enveloped the whole building before the 
alarm was sent out. The fire department and 
its reserves were kept at work from 10 a. m. to 
4p. m. A kerosene stove and a glue pot 
caused the fire.

NIHILISM 


AND QTHER TROUBLES IN” RUSSIA® 


The Prince Also Talks About the Working- 
men—Says They Never Will be Happy— 
The Proceedings of Parliament. 


BISMARCK 


Lonpon, June 9.—A correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph has neen accorded an inter- 
view by Prince Bismarck. The prince declared 
that no concession to the nihilists was possible. 
Over education had led.to much dissatisfac- 
tion and disappointment in Germany, but in 
Itussia had ied to disaffection and © con- 
spiracy. - There were ten times 
as many people educated for 
the higher walks as there were places to 
fill. Further education was making pedantic 
theorists visionaries unfit for constitutional 
government. It would be madness to put 
such men in authority. The Russians do not 
know yet what they want. They must, there- 
fore, be ruled with a fod of iron. 

Referring to the labor question, the prince 
ridiculed the idea that the workmen would 
ever be contented, because, he said, the rich 
are never contented. He spoke strongly 
aguinst any dictation as tothe hours of la 
and against usurping to the rightful authority 
of parents over their children,

DILLON’S INTENTION 


To Address all Proclaimed Meetings—Pro- 
ceedings of Parliament. 

Lonpon, June 9.—In the house of commons, 
Mr. Dillon moved to adjourn in order to call 
attention tothe danger to the public peace 
arising from the violent and unconstitutional 
action of the magistrates and police of Cashel 
and Tipperary. He challenged Mr. Balfour 
to give reasons why the Tipperary meeting 
was proclaimed. He avowed his intention to 
address all proclaimed meetings he possibly 
could. 

If the forces against him were toostrong, he 
would advise the people to disperse and avoid 
bloodshed. He denounced the police for at- 
tacking a peaceful meeting, even if it had 
been proclaimed, without giving due warning 
to enable those present to escape. 

Mr. Balfour said an adequate force had been 
sent to Tipperary to preserve order. If any- 
thing serious happened, the blame would rest 
upon those who defied the proclamation. 

Mr. Gladstene supported Mr. Dillon’s mo- 
tion. He contended that the charge had not 
been answered. 

The motion was negatived—281 to 220. The 
house then formally went into committee on 
the land purchase bill, but immediately re- 
ported pro ress. 

Charlies Vincent, member for central Shef- 
field, called the attention of the house to the 
fact that the house of opines at 
Washington had passed a bill providing for 
enhanced prohibitory duties on cut tin plates, 
iron hoops, and other articles of British ex- 
port.

After court 
had adjourned, Judge Tait was seen at his 
chambers and was shown Cowles’s letter. He 
considered that it was a settled case.

Cowles was then communicated with and re- 
ceived the news with joy. Though the case is 
adjourned till Wednesday, Judge Tait said he 
would give a hearing tomorrow morning and 
have the case formally settled. 

Cowles was seen as he layin bed. He said 
to a reporter that he had no quarrel with his 
wife; that Hale had no need to interfere; that 
he and his wife were in a way of comin 
to an amicable settlement and_ al 
would have been well. His condition 
is quite serious, inasmuch as he is also suffer- 
ing from consumption. ‘If I die,’’ he said, 
‘‘and I am afraid I will, it will go hard with 
poor Cleve (Hale.’’) 

Hale was released today from prison in 
charge of two officers, and is staying with his 
friends at the Windsor.

It has 
no population save the train hands, and the 
little niggers who flock to it in the winter and 
spring to sing and dance for the passing north- 
ern tourists on the vestibule trains. 


FIRE AND LOSS OF LIFE. 


A Large New at Elevator }Memphis Burned 
—Its Builder Perishes in the Flames. 

Mempuis, June 9.—The elevatorat West 
Memphis, built for the Kentucky Central rail- 
road, at a cost of $75,000, burned this morning 
at 3:30 0’clock. E. C. Adams, of Atchison, 
Kansas, contractor, who had just completed 
the building and sleeping in the second story, 
was lost. He was seventy-five years old. The 
origin of the fire is unknown and was first dis- 
covered in the engihe-room. There was an 
insurance of $25,000 on the elevator. 

THE BURNING OF COLCHESTER. 

CoLcHEstTER, Conn., June 9.—The whole 
business portion of this town was destroyed by 
fire early this morning. The fire is believed 
to have started in a closet on the second floor 
of the Worthington brick block. The fire 
spread rapidly, and the block was soon in 
ashes. Bingham’s wooden block, owned by J. 
N. Adams, Kellogg’s. wooden block, containing 
the post-office, Baker’s wooden block, 
Pierce’s block and Schall’s _ block, 
and Colchester library and all their con- 
tents soon followed.

The pole had masssed at the 
barn where an effort was to be made, and 
where 2,000 people, including strikers, had 
congregated. The new men—sixty or more in 
number—were takep to the barns. The 
strikers first tried pefsuasion and succeeded in 
getting quite a number of new men to refuse to 
take cars out.

MAY SWING BEFORE DAYLIGH?®? 
YET. 


SEQUEL TO THE SUWANEE CRIME. 


The First Lynching Party Delays its Work to 
Await Evidence, But There is no Telling 
What the Darkness May Bring Forth. 


LAWRENCEVILLE, Ga.. June 9.—[Special.]—~ 
The three negroes, John Neal, John Pitts and 
John Williams, were safely lodged in jail here 
today at 2p. m., though they came very near 
being taken from Conductor Collins’ train and 
being dealt with by the enraged citizens, who 
had gathered from the surrounding country 
and were located in the woods. 

THE PEOPLE ON THE ALERT. 

The news reached here at noon that Detece 
tive Haynie was on his way to Mrs. Taylor’s 
with them. A large crowd left for the scene 
atonce. On arriving there they found that 
Mrs. Taylor had been carried to Suwanee. 
The crowd then started for Suwanee. It 
grew larger as distance was covered, until they 
arrived at Barns’ gin-house, on the narrowj 
gauge railroad, when it halted. 

MRS. TAYLOR TALKS. 

Before arriving there, Mrs. Taylor was met, 
and in response to the inquiry if she had the 
right negroes, she said: 

“I think they are the ones.”’ 

The crowd then determined that the train, 
which went back to Suwanee for the negroes, 
to bring them here for safe-keeping, should be 
stopped, and it was stopped. 

THE TRAIN HALTED. 

It was waved down bytwo men. They 
boarded the train, and as Conductor Collins 
saw a crowd emerging from the woods, he 
pulled out at once, but he left his coach with 
the negroes standing still, as some one had ree 
moved the coupling-pin. 

Messrs. Homer Jonesand J. H. Gormanyjwere 
in charge of the negroes. They were covered 
with pistols and guns at once, but on being as- 
sured that the negroes could prove an alibi by 
Mr. Wright, of Elberton, the crowd decided 
to let them have a chance and do so, as Mrs. 
Taylor was not absolutely positive as to them, 
and they were brought on to town without 
molestation. 

OTHERS MEET THE TRAIN. 

A hundred men met the train, but being in- 
formed that the negroes might possibly be 
ab'e to establish their innocence, and rebut 
the circumstances of guilt, they were allowed 
to go quietly to jail. 

Mr. Spence Carter saw these negroes or 
Friday morning after the assault, going down 
the railroad towards Atlanta. He says he 
thinks they are the same negroes. His de- 
scription is near that of Mrs. Taylor’s. Unless 
Mr. Wright testifies that these negroes were in 
Elberton on that day of the assault, they are 
certain to die. 


FOUND IN THE RIVER 


With a Forty-Pound Stone Tied to His 
Neck. 

Evserton, Ga., June 9.—[{Special.]—A bout 
three weeks ago, George Pem, a negro boy 
about eighteen years old, was arrested and 
lodged in jail in Elberton, in default of a one 
thousand dollar bond to answer to a charge of 
assault with intent to rape, alleged to have 
been committed on a fourteen year old daugh- 
ter of W. 5S Butler, who resides in the upper 
part of the county. 

Last week, J. N. Hall, who resides in the 
same neighborhood, signed the bond anJ 
security and took Pem home with him. 

MASKED MEN. 

It seems that on last Thursday night ths 
negro was put up stairs in Hall’s house to 
sleep. About 12 o’clock that night twenty-five 
men, whether masked or not the evidence is 
not clear, went to Hall’s house, and some of 
them went up stairs and got the negro and 
took him out. No more was heard of him 
until Sunday evening, when his body was 
found in Broad river, thirteen miles from 
Elberton, with a forty-pound rock tied to it, and 
three bullet holesin his head. The body was 
brought to Elberton this morning and a coro- 
ner’s jury empanneled, with L. Schevenel 
foreman. 


THE EVIDENCE IN. 

The evidence developed the fact that Hall 
was at home, but complained of being sick, 
and did not get up when the parties came, and 
nothing more was-heard of the deceased until 
the body was found in the river on Sunday 
evening. The verdict of the jury was that the 
deceased came to his death either by gun-shot 
wound or drowning at the hands of unknown 
parties. The evidence was unsatisfactory, as 
the inquest was held so far from where they 
tragedy occurred, and the body was so much 


decayed, that witnesses could not be waited for.

The Press and the Jury Box. 

When a bill was introduced in the New 
York legislature, a few months ago, exempt- 
ing editors, editorial writers and reporters 
from jury duty, very few thought that it 
would pass. 

The author of the bill madea strong fight. 
He argued that newspaper men from the na 
ture of their occupation were familiar with 
the facts of many cases in the courts, and 
on that account had preconceived opinions. 
This incapacitated them from making impar 
tial jurors, and as the judges generally ex- 
cused them it was proper that they should 
be regularly exempted by law. 

This view of the matter so impressed both 
houses that the bill was passed, and has re- 
ceived the signature of Governor Hill. 

It is to be doubted whether many other 
states will follow the example of New York. 
In some localities people have an idea that 
newspaper men have a fine time, and enjoy 
so many privileges that they should be made 
to share some of the public burdens. Afid 
yet we believe that the new law will increase 
the power and influence of the press for good. 
Journalists are really in the public service. 
They are a class of men set apart, and they 
will do better work for the people if they are 
freed from the annoyance of jury duty. 
There is no danger that the exemption will 
give them idleness and ease. They are des 
tined to live laborious days, and enjoy a 
very moderate share of the delights of ex- 
istence. The New York editors are to be 
congratulated. 


The Young Men’s Library. 

The indications are that this will be a year 
of progress for the Young Men’s library. 
The first fortnight of the new administration 
closes with a handsome addition to the mem- 
bership, and the prospect is that it will be 
very largely increased during the coming 
year. President W. M. Slaton is a regular 
dynamo of energv, and he is backed by an 
able and active board of directors. 

What they undertake to do this year is 
briefly this: to improve the financial status 
of the library and broaden its work. The 
finances are already on the increase. The 
$12,000 of bonds represent a small fraction 
of the value of the property owned by the 
association, and there is a good prospect of 
increasing the income so as to extinguish 
the debt in a few years and leave the _insti- 
tution a handsome income from its rent. 

But the most important work will be to 
popularize the library and enlarge its useful- 
ness among the people. The masses of this 
country are reading and thinking more than 
ever before. 
of books and periodicals shows plainly that 
the people are reading, and the active prog- 
ress of social reforms and even ‘social revolu- 
tions shows that the reading has proyoked a 
great deal of independent thought. upon the 
problems which this generation must settle 
for good-or evil. 

In this state of affairs the duty and the 
. work of the library become all the more. im- 

portant; and witha full realization of its 
. opportunities, the board of directors is de- 
termined not only to keep abreast of the 
times in the books that go upon the shelves, 
but to bring here, under the auspices of the 
library, leaders of thought on those lines 


which mest interest the people. It is hoped. 


-. that announcements of this kind ef. work 
will be made soon, and, in the meantime, it 
is hoped that the public will avail itsélf, to 
the utmost, of the very generous collection 
upon the shetves of the library, A great 
dea! bas been done to make the place at- 
tractive, and more improvements are in view. 
A committee has been appointed with a view 
to securing portraits of Chief Justice Jack- 
sen and Judge Joseph Henry Lumpkin, and 
the portraits of other distinguished men are 
to bt added to the eellection.

A Possible Discovery. 

It is claimed by the Hartford Courant 
that, after fifty years of experimenting, Mr, 
H. B. Cox, of Maine, has discovered a 
method of converting heat directly into elec- 
tricity. 

Such a method will make electric power 
so cheap and convenient that steam will be 
regarded as too expensive for ordinary uses, 
A million-dollar company has already been 
organized in Maine to develop the new dis- 
covery, and great results are expected. 

The apparatus for converting heat into 
electricity is simple and cheap. The trouble 
is that the parties interested are not willing 
to disclose anything. They are as secretive 
as the Keely motor men. Naturally, people 
will doubt, but the fact that capitalists are 
willing to risk a million dollars in the dis- 
covery will convince many that there is 
something in it. We are on the eve of 
startling surprises in electrical science, and 
this may be one of them. Steam and horse- 
power will have to be almost entirely given 
up in the near future.

Mr. Rutherford B. Hayes, who, recently 
presided over a negro conference at Lake 
Mohawk, New York, made a speech on that 
occasion which, according to all accounts, 
was full of common sense.

citizenship.”’

The Promise of the Czar. 

If the promises of the czar of Russia 
amount to anything, there will be a much- 
needed reformation in the convict system of 
that country at an early day. He has given 
his word to the queen of Denmark that he 
will investigate the Siberian scandals and in- 
stitute measures of reform where they are 
needed. More than this, he will punish 
severely any officials who may be found to 
be cruel in their treatment of prisoners in 
Siberia, and will do all he can to ameliorate 
the condition of the poor unfortunates, 

Itis not known whether this humane 
policy is the result of the queen’s influence, 
or of the vigorous criticism to which the 
Russian government has been subjected on 
account of these Siberian outrages, but to 
whatever cause it may be due, it is a policy 
which, if carried out, will reflect credit on 
the czar and popularize his government. 

Hitherto Russian officials have been con- 
tent to meet criticism of the convict system 
of Siberia with a simple denial; no investi- 
gation was made, the official presumption 
being that such outrages as were charged to 
the prison government did not exist; but 
now that the matter is to be investigated 
under the authority of the czar, we may ex- 
pect a different result. 

If to a woman’s influence alone this worthy 
work is due, it will be to her a crown more 
lasting than her jeweled-coronet; the people 
will thank and bless her, while from the 
gloom of their dungeons the priseners will 
look toward her and breathe a benediction 
on her head.

Fighting the Census. 

An obstinate citizen of Millville, Pennsy]- 
vania, refused last week to answer any and 
all of the census questions. To his surprise, 
an order was at once issued for his arrest, 
and if he cannot give good reasons for his 
conduct before a United States judge, he 
will be punished. , 

Int such a case, very few people will sym- 
pathize with the Millville man. If he had 
refused to answer two or three questions, it 
is not likely that he would have been prose- 
cuted. But he showed a disposition to fight 
the census, and disobey the law. He was 
not willing to even substantially comply 
with the regulations. 

A complete census is of great importance 
to the government and the people, and it is 
the duty of every good citizen to help the 
matter along. It is impossible to see what 
reason a man can have for defying the whole 
thing, and the punishment of such an 
offender would be in the interests of the 
public. 

Doubtless, very few persons will be prose- 
cuted under the census law, but the govern- 
ment cannot afford to be backed down by 
the Millville citizen, and the sooner it makes 
a warning example of him, the better.

Thisis progress,and shows that 
in the south there is no bar to the prosperity of 
the colored race. These facts are significant, and 
deserve consideration. They answer some of the 
charges made by northern politicians against the 
whites of the south. 


PRINCE BISMARCK Claiins that he has been mise 
represented by his enemies. He declares that he 
is not angry with the Emperor William, but feels 
like a father who has been ill treated by his son. 
He ascribes his disimissal to the fact that he is too 
old to be much with the emperor, who has yielded 
to the influence of the prince’s opponents. 


The Rey. Dr. Wilson, of St. Louis, says: 
failure in business of a prominent clergyman sug- 
gests the fact that very few preachers ever" suc- 
ceed in making money. When they do the religion 
generally oozes out as the dollars come in, and 
they end by giviug up ministerial work aitogether. 
Preachers, particularly Methodist preachers, are 
almost always poor, and the next to them in point 
of poverty are the Baptists. The majority of 
Methodist preachers in this country receive less 
than $600 a year, while the constant demands for 
charity greatly diminish their incomes. Presby- 
terian clergy are better paid, while the church of 
England ministers,both here and in Great Britain, 
fairly roll in wealth by comparison. The English 
bishops have princely incomes, the lowest being 
$10,000 and the use of a mansion connected with 
the cathedral. The archbishop of York, who is 
‘primate of England,” has $50,000 a year, and 
the archbishop of Canterbury, who is “primate of 
all England,” receives $75,000 and has two mag- 
nificent palaces. Methodist bishops are poorly 
paid. Those of the Methodist Church Soffth have

IN A DANGEROUS CONDITION. 


Efforts Made to Bring Him Inte Court, But 
His Physicians Consider Him Unable 
to Stand the Strain of Appearing.

The question as to his condition will proba- 
bly be decided today.

The facts of his being sent to jail, under the 
protest of his attorney, Mr. W. W. Clark, and 
his subsequent removal to the infirmary, when 
his condition was found to be so critical, have 
been published. 

REQUIRED TO APPEAR IN COURT.

Clark was given notice he obtained certificates 
from Drs. Gaston and Parks, showing that his 
client’s life would be endangered by his re- 
moval, and that he was in no 
condition to stand the worry 
of being brought out on the streets and into 
court, as he was still very unwell. 

Judge Van Epps then allowed Mr. Clark 
until noon yesterday to give bond for Roberts’ 
appearance in court.

*“Every family is supposed to have a skeleton in 
its closet,” remarked Dr. Wheeler of Wichita, Kas. 
to a party of friends recently, ‘I had onein my 
closet until this week, when I shipped it to the 
Michigan State university.’

“It happened like this: Many years ago when

visit. They raided the bank and got away with 
$6,000, but tiring was pretty general on both sides.

A MINERALOGIST ARRESTED FOR A 
MOONSHINER. 


He Tells His Little Tale of Woe Before Judge 
Haight—How He Roughed it In the 
Georgia Mountains. 


A mineralogist—not a moonshiner. 

Such was the verdict in the case against 
Charles E. Sharpnack, tried before Commis- 
sioner Haight yesterday. 

Mr. Sharpnack is a young man, who has 
just come to Atlanta as an artist in house- 
painting, and has charge of the improvements 
now being made on the interior of the old 
capitol. 

His career as a mineralogist—for such he 
has been—is full of interest to everybody, for 
in this capacity he went to the mountains of 
Murray county, and there became entangled 
in the case that brought him before Commis- 
sioner Haight yesterday. ; 

He was charged with violating the revenue 
laws by assisting Mrs. John Brackett, the 
famous moonshiner of Murray county, of con- 
ducting an illicit distillery. 

The evidence in the case unfolded an inter- 
esting story. The warrant for Sharpnack’s 
arrest was authorized by John Brackett, who 
has just finished serving a term of three 
months imprisonment for illicit distilling. 

When Sharpnack was arrested he was at 
work in the old capitol, and was much sur- 
prised at the warrant. He appeared before 
Judge Haight last Friday, but owing to the 
absence of witnesses was bound over until 
yesterday, when the case was again called. 

SHARPNACK’S STORY. 

The defendant was innocent, and such was 
he nature of his pleading. 

He told the story of his career in the moun 


tains as follows: 

‘Early last fall I went to Murray county 
with Mr. Frank Hoffman. Mr. Hoffman and 
myself went there for the purpose of inspect- 
ing some land which he had his eyes on for 
the mineral deposits that were supposed to be 
on the tract. ; 

‘“‘We knew nothing of the mountain country, 
so we went to Mr. Brackett and asked him to 
go through the country as a guide with us, 
promising to pay im the money or 
work for him on his farm 
the same number of days he served us. Soon 
after we had finishéd our geological surveys, I 
went to work for Mr. Brackett, according to 
promise, and helped him on his farm. is 
wife ran an illicit distillery, but I never assist- 
ed her in the work. 

“*T was surprised at my arrest, and know that 
there’s something else behind it all.” 

Sharpnack appears to be a well-educated 
and intelligent fellow, and it is likely that 
some further incidents will show up in the 
case of a sensational nature. 

He was acquitted by Commissioner Haight.

Or THE YOUNG MEN’S LIBEARY 
ASSOCIATION 


And the Work That Has Been Cut Out For 
the Year—A Good Start For New 


me ee 


At the meeting of the library board of di- 
rectors last Tuesday forty-five new members 
were brought in. 

The new president enters on his year’s work 
withavim. At the first meeting of the di- 
rectors he pledged himself to bring 200 new 
members into the association this year by his 
own efforts. He made a start last week by 
bringing in twenty-seven in a few days. 

Heretofore, Professor Slaton has brought in 
over one hundred members, and he bids fair 
to carry out his pledge for two hundred this 
year before his term is more than half out. 

Where does he get them? This opens the 
secret of a great deal of good work that Pro- 


fessor Slaton has done. It is through the boys 
and girls who have come _— directly 
under his tuition. Since he came to 
the high school, in 18$1, about 500 boys have 
come directly under his tuition, and he has 
made friends of them as he led them skilfully 
along the rocky road that schoo)}boys have to 
travel. He has the tact for which his father 
Major W. M. S' aton, is famous. 

Professor S!aton’s life has been a busy one 
gince he was fourteen. As the college cata- 
logues say the commeucement of life is where 
school ends, it will do to take him when he 
graduated with distinction at the University 
of Georgia in the class of 1873, when Dr. A. 
A. Lipscomb was chance! ‘lor. Immediately 
afterward he was made first assistant of the 
Sam Bailey Male institute, at Griffin. He was 
then only eighteen years old and the appoint- 
ment was a weighty honor for one of his age. 
The next year, without his knowledge, he was 
made first assistant of the Griffin female col- 
lece. Then he was made principal of the 
Sparta Male and Female academy, which was 
then in a delapidated state. In the five years 
or more that Professor Slaton remained there 
the institution grew to prosperity, and the 
numerous rivals that had growh up about it 
in the time of its decay, disappeared, so that 
the town united with its one prosperous insti- 
tution. 

In the summer of 1881 Professor Slaton was 
assistant in the Boys’ High school, and he has 
taught there ever since. During the life of 
Dr. “Orr, Professor Slaton was appointed lec- 
turer in the Peabody institute, held int: the 
summer vacation, and upon his ...lec 
tures there Dr. Orr paid him 
a@ very high compliment. 

The professors work has not been confined 
to this state, as director of the national educa- 
tional association for Georgia he has been very 

active in promoting educational interests. 
Within the last few days he has issued a circu- 
lar tothe Georgia teachers, urging a full at- 
tendance on the next meeting of that body at 
St. Paul. 

In 1886 Professor Slation was married to 
Miss Mattie Jackson, the youngest ces ee 
of the late Judge James Jackson, 
at that time chief justice of 
the supreme court. Mrs. Slaton is an honor 
graduate of the Girls’ High school and with all 
the graces of mind and heart that she brought 
to his home, he received a new inspiratiop for 
his life work as an educator. 

To his other work Professor Slaton has 
added that of the Sunday-school. He has at 
Trinity a large class of young men which he 
has held for the nine years he has been teach- 
ing in Atlanta. 

His connection with the library has been 
pne of long and active service, and since he 
was elected a director he has held the offices 
of secretary, vice-president and president. 
His promotion to the presidency he takes as a 
responsibility and an opportunity. 

“There are three things we must do this 
year, ’’ he said, when he accepted the office. 

“We must add members, get new 
books and pay off the bonds.”’ 

The probability is that all three will be ac- 
complished. 

The library property has become a hand- 
gome one, and its finances are in good shape.

Captain W. D. Ellis, vice-president. 

George R. DeSaussure, treasurer, 

George B. Forbes, secretary. 

Miss Fannie Wallace, librarian. 

George Campbell, assistant librarian. 

They are all devoted to the work, and with 
an active and enthusiastic board of directors, 
the outlook for the pote this year is exceed- 
ingly bright.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, June 9.—The stock market was 
comparatively quict today, and while inclined to 
weakness under the hammering of the room con- 
tingent, later developed a strong tone and all of 
the early losses were regained. The passage of 
the silver bill by the house of representatives 
Saturday finished a topic of conversation for the 
street today and there was some expectation that 
there would be a little boom on the strength of it. 
There was some buying at the opening which, 
with limited offerings, had the effect of opening 
the market up from 14 to 5g per cent, but the dis- 
position among a majority of the operators was 
seen to await the action of the senate upon the 
matter and the advance went but slight fractions 
further.The trading element interpreted this as an 
indication of weakness and made some attacks 
upon the list here and there, but outside of the 
trust the impression made was slight, although 
some selling for London accounts caused a de- 
pression. Toward noon the announcemént was 
made that pressure rates had been restored all 
around and the Villards were the first to feel the 
stimulus, Oregon Transcontinental moving up 
nearly 2 percent. Richmond and West Point fol- 
lowed later with asmaller gain and trusts rose 
handsomely ftom their lowest points. The talk of 
the street has it that Transcontinental is worth on 
the books about 55, but prospects of dividends, 
after reorganization,are said to be the chief stimu- 
lating influence at present. Richmond and West 
Point rose sharply and the rise was «accompanied 
by rumors that insiders would probably obtain 
control of the Baltimore and Ohio. There was ev- 
idence of inside buying also. A general revival 
of confidence, however, was shown in all portions 
of the list and in the last hour traders who had 
been sellers in the forenoon,took hold of one stock 
after another and aided materially in advancing 
prices. Trusts were not so active, but while they 
showed soine wide fluctuations, they were on a 
smaller scale than usual of late and they fully 
responded to this late strength in the regular list. 
The close was quiet and firm at only slight changes 
from firm prices. Final changes are quite irreg- 
ular and usually insignificant, but Oregon Trans- 
continental is up ®, per cent, and Sugar and Mis- 
souri Pacific 1 per cent each. Sales of listed 
220,009, unlisted 34,000 shares.
